OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
April 2h (R) — A group Jewish 
settlers from the Kiiyat Arba Jew¬ 
ish suburb of the Arab town of 
Hebron on the occupied West 
Bank today seized an old building 
in the centre of the Arab town. 
There was no immediate reaction 
from the miltiarv authorities. 

Tile building served as a med¬ 
ical cent Tv lor the Jewish com¬ 
munity ot Hebron until 1929. 
when the Jewish residents were 
abandoned their homes alter over 
30 of them were killed by Arab 
riolers. 

Spokesmen for the Kiryat Arba 
quarter said their action followed 
a government decision not to 
implement earlier plans to add 
some 5(Ml houses for Jewish 
settlers on :i hill near ihe Jewish 
suburb. 

The government rescinded its 
earlier plan on the orders of the 
high court of justice, which ruled 
in favour of the Hebron municipal 
council on an appeal against the 
housing project. 

Tlte Kiryat Arba residents said 
in pamphlets issued today that the 
building stoppage was the First 
step in Jewish withdrawal from the 
West Bank, lo which they strongly 
object. 


Ceaucescu urges 
return to Geneva 

ISMAILIA. Egypt. April 26 (RI — Romanian President Nicolac 
Ceaucescu. a proponent of the Egyptian -Israeli peace treaty, has 
called for a new- Middle East peace conference in Geneva with 
Palestinian participation. He made the suggestion in talks with Pres¬ 
ident Sadat of Egypt. 

The joint statement, quoted by the Egyptian official Middle East 
News Agency (MEN A) after a short v isil yesterday by the Romanian 
President on his way home from an African tour, said President Sadat 
had promised ufstudy the suggestion with interest.” 

The communique said that in his talks here. President Ceaucescu 
"pointed to the importance of holding a peace conference in Geneva 
with the participation of the Palestinian representatives ro complete 
the achievement of peace in the Middle East.” a. reference to the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty whose insiurments of ratification were 
exchanged in Sinai yesterday. 

The Romanian President was in effect calling fn the United 
Nations-sponsored Middle East peace conference which was jointly 
chaired by ihe United Stales and the Soviet Union — as demanded by 
Arab.opponents of the Egyprian-lsrueli peace. 

The Geneva peace conference last met in 1973 following the 
A mb-Israeli war. 

Syria failed lo attend because it made its participation conditional 
on the presence of ihe Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO). a 
condition rejected by -Israel and the United Sales. 

The idea of the conference was dropped when the Egyptians and 
ihe Israelis started their direct talks following Mr. Sadat's trip to '* 
occupied Jerusalem in November 1977.

French officials said inter¬ 
national problems, particularly 
the development ol detente and 
disarmament, would be under dis¬ 
cussion as well as bilateral issues 

East-west detente, at its heighi 
with the U. S.-Soviet rap¬ 
prochement under President 
Richard Nixon, i* of particular 
interest to France, which was the 
main western supporter of moves 
leading to the 1975 Helsinki 
European security accord. But. in 
the lour years since the agree¬ 
ment much of the enthusiasm for 
detente has gone and a follow-up 
conference in Belgrade Iasi ended 
unconclusively. 

Mr. Giscard d' Eslaing's visit 
comes mtd-wuy between the Bel¬ 
grade meeting and another con¬ 
ference lo review progress to be 
held in Madrid. 

The two sides were expected to 
sign a joint declaration entitled 
"programme for the development 
of cooperation in the interest of 
detente and peace." French offi¬ 
cials said.

Waldheim in Hanoi 
for Indochina talks 

HANOI. April 2r* HO-United 
Nations Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim arrived in Hanoi today 
for a three-dav v isit and talks u iih 
Vietnamese government leaders 
*-n ihe situation m Indochina and 
the plight of Indochinese refugees. 

He was Welcomed by Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Duv Trinh and a 
mililury guard of honour when his 
plane landed 15 minutes late on a 
Might from Kuala Lumpur. 

Dr. Waldheim, accompanied bv 
his wife Elizabeth is on the second 
leg of a Ill-nation Asian tour. 

Dr. Waldheim's talks today and 
tomorrow arc expected lo include 
the border war earlier this year 
between China and Vietnam, the 
situation in Kampuchea (Cam¬ 
bodia) and the plight of Vie¬ 
tnamese refugees. 

He is also expected to discuss 
the possibility of holding a con¬ 
ference on Indochina, raised ear¬ 
lier this year by former Kam¬ 
puchean ruler Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk when he went to the 
United Nations in New York as a 
representative of Kampuchea's 
pckmg-backcd government.

Mr. A [guard said council mem¬ 
bers shared the v tews expressed hy 
Dr. Waldheim about what should 
he done towards full implemen¬ 
tation ot its objectives and 
emphasised the importance of 
deploying IINJFIL in all pans of 
southern Lebanon. 

Members considered that the 
continuation of those efforts 
called lor in council resolutions on 
Lebanon ultimately should lead to 
the return of the Lebanese gov¬ 
ernment's effective authority over 
all its territory. 

Alluding to the recent strife in 
which UN I FI L troops were killed 
and injured, the council agreed to 
meet without delay to consWer the 
situation following any recurr¬ 
ence. 

The Israeli ambassador Yehuba 
Blum claimed after the council 
adjourned that the Palestine Lib¬ 
eration Org-dnisation (PLO) was 
responsible for Lebanon’s prob¬ 
lems. because it had set up”a state 
within a state.” particularly in the 
south. 
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Back to Geneva? 

IN MAKING his separate peace with Israel. President 
Sadat of Egypt has stolen the march on all the other Arab 
peace efforts which have been gaining momentum over the 
years—particularly as Israel's position has become mure 
and more untenable due to it> continued occupation and 
suppression of Palestinian Arabs and its expansion of per¬ 
manent settlements in the occupied territories. 

Now. however. President Sadat has managed, even on 
the day after Egypt and Israel ratified their separate peace, 
to endorse a timely and welcome proposal from Romania's 
President Ceausescu that the Geneva Middle East con¬ 
ference should be resumed with Palestinian participation. 

Mr. Ceausescu is a man of great influence in these 
matters and has played a vital role in the past in keeping the 
peace momentum alive. His suggestion for a reconvening 
of Geneva accords with the view of Arab srates like Jordan, 
whose bargaining positions have been undercut as a result 
of the U.S.-inspired Camp David initiative, and who are 
being portrayed by those who support the Camp David 
approach as “obstacles" to a peace settlement. His Majesty 
King Hussein has said many times recently that the 
momentum for peace must not be allowed to wind down, 
and that fresh international initiatives, including a recon¬ 
vened Geneva conference, should be tried again. 

It is rather opportunistic, to say the least, for Mr. Sadat 
now to jump on the bandwagon that he has done so much to 
disable. We’d like to remind him that he eunn<*t have it both 
ways. That, in fact, is the lesson which his reckless dip¬ 
lomacy has forced other states involved in this issue to learn 
the hard way. it has. in fact, been a salutary lesson, with 
positive results, for us—a coming together of the Arab 
confrontation states in a new spirit of resolution not to 
allow the hope of peace to slip away by way of a phoney 
settlement which neutralises one arm of the struggle and 
seeks to tie the other arm behind our backs. 

Previous attempts at Geneva have foundered on the 
question of the Palestinians. Egypt's present diplomacy is 
founded on a deliberate sidestepping of the same Pales¬ 
tinian question. Israel's present strategy, fulfilment of 
which it finds in the terms it has been able to sell to the U.S. 
and Egypt, is never to deal with that question at all. Those 
are the realities now confronting us. It is foolish for Mr. 
Sadat to pretend otherwise. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

IN ITS EDITORIAL Thursday AL RAM uuucks Israel for 
escalating its military operations in *»uih Lebanon, and says that 
the exchange of instruments of ratification of Egyptian-Israeli 
treaty has given Israel the green light to attack Lebanon. Jordan 
and Syria. 

The paper calls on these countries to coordinate their positions, 
and mobilise their potential to face the coming phase of ■’war- 
peace." 

The paper further urges the Arabs not to regard the Security 
Council us their “wailing wall", as this councif. the paper con¬ 
tinues. has so far failed to put an end to the tragedy of south 
Lebanon.

Israel, the paper says, u ants a solution whereby the Palestinians 
will recognise Israeli sovereignty over their own lands. Israel, the 
paper continues, knowns that this form of capitulation is unac¬ 
ceptable to the Arabs and [he Palestinians. 

Describing Mr. Wcizman's statements in Cairo as an attempt on 
the part of Israel to brainwash the Egyptian people, the paper 
aFfirms that the Israeli manoeuv res will soon be exposed and the 
Egyptians people will reject them.

April 26 — A meeting 
to discuss the detailed inves¬ 
tigation and design study of the 
Maqarin Dam is being held this 
week in Chicago. Attending the' 
meeting, which starts today and 
lasts until May 2. are rep¬ 
resentatives of the Jordan Valley 
Authority, the World Bank, the 
Reviewing Consultants Board and 
the consultants for the feasibility 
study. Harzch Overseas Engineer¬ 
ing Co. of Chicago. 

All field data collected nn site 
will be evaluated and details of the 
final design should be released 
next month. 

The four representatives of the 
JVA attending are: President of 
the JVA. Omar A. Dokhgan: 
Senior Vice President. Dr. 
Munther Haddadin: Vice Pres¬ 


ident for the River Basin Depart¬ 
ment. Zafer Budeiri: Project 
Manager for Maqarin Dam. Zafer 
Alem. 

The Reviewing Consultants 
Board consists of two dam 
engineers from France and one 
each from Switzerland. Britain 
and the United States. 

The World Bank is representing 
the donors for the Maqarin Dam 
and the Jordan Valley Irrigation 
System Stage 2. The Arab Fund, 
the Kuwaiti Fund, the Saudi Fund. 
KFW (West Germany). USAID 
and the British government wifi be 
funding the project totalling more 
than JD 200 million, although the 
donors will not deride on the 
amounts to be committed to the 
project until after the World Bank 
has submined a report to them. 
Final derisions are expected by 
September of this year and con¬ 
struction of the dam will start 
sometime next vear. 


Committee studies 
medical expenses

AMMAN- Medical expenses have 
always been a problem for people, 
which fact probably gave birth to 
this anecdote. 

A poor bedouin and his pre¬ 
gnant wife had walked all the way 
to town but before they arrived at 
their destination the woman went 
into labour and could go no 
farther. Desperately her husband 
glanced around them in hope of 
finding help. He noticed that they 
were in from of a very expensive- 
looking private hospital. He 
rush.-d his wife into the hospital 
and in a short while she delivered u 
fine baby boy. The new father left 
the hospital in a happy mood. 

The next day the bedouin 
returned to take his wife and new- 
baby home, but to his con¬ 
sternation. the doctor presented 
hint with a bill for JD 150. a sum 
lar beyond his means. After a few 
moments' thought the frown on 
his face changed to a broad smile. 
He turned to the doctor, clasped 
him warmly by the hand and said. 
"Congratulations, doctor. The 
woman and the baby are yours. 
I'm going to get a new bride for J D 
50." 

Not everyone cun use this 
method to rid himself of medical 


expenses, so the Ministry of 
Health and the Jordan Medical 
Association have formed a joint 
committee to compare the stan- 
- dard of living index in Jordan with 
the current fees charged for office 
appointments, house calls, 
laboratory work, x-rays, rates for 
operations and hospital fees. 

If this committee finds rates 
unduly high, they will be adjusted 
downward. Or prices could go up 
as other costs do. 

Whichever direction they take, 
from then on they will be fixed at a 
certain limited level, a price con¬ 
trol for pills and ills so to speak, so 
that the average citizen of Jordan 
will have an approximate idea of 
what ui expect when faced w ith an 
illness or emergency within the 
family. 

If he then cannot afford private 
care, he may turn t«» the gov¬ 
ernment hospitals that include: 
the King Hussein Modicjl Centre, 
the University ol Jordan Hospital, 
and Basheer Hospital Complex. 

“Currently, persons with a 
monthly income of less than J D 40 
ace entitled to., free ..treatment in 
the guverntpem hospitals." stated^ 
Dr. Hassan Kharuis. recently*' 
retired president of the Jordan 
Medical Association, "but the 
medical fees ad justments have not 
been finallv settled as vet."

April 26 - It's no we¬ 
re: tfcar Jordan's greatest single 
source of revenue is remittances 
from its citizens working abroad, 
parcculariy in the Gulf.

To answer these 
questions, the Royal Scientific 
Society is preparing a survey on 
the subject so the country's 
economists can better cope with 
inflation and direct the cash flow. 

One'of the major aims of rhis 
survey, which is the first of its 
kind, is to provide information 
that can be used to encourage the 
recipients of the remittances to 
invest in small-scale, export 
oriented industries instead of 
urban real estate or businesses 
abroad.

DAMASCUS — The summer sea¬ 
son usually heightens the risk of 
cholera and other communicable 
diseases in Syria but 1979 prom¬ 
ises to be a healthier year thanks 
to the arrival this month of a ship¬ 
ment of Mock garbage compacter 
trucks. 

To date. 146 of 182 Mack 
trucks have arrived as part of a 
United States Agency for Inter¬ 
national Development com¬ 
modity loan to Syria. The order 
also includes 18 mechanised street 
sweepers and i .000 garbage con¬ 
tainers made especially for the 
trucks' collection mechanisms. 

The equipment will be dis¬ 
tributed throughout Syria with 
Damascus receiving " 75 . 16- 
cubic-y ard capacity trucks and 15 
20-cubic-yard trucks. Other cities 
receiving 16-cubie-\ard trucks 
will be Aleppo. 50 trucks; Homs, 
12; Larakia. nine: and Tratous, 
Idlib and Deir Ez-Zer will each 
receive seven trucks. 

Cubic yards may not signify 
much to the layman, but the 16— 
. cubic-vard trucks .eqpabje. of 

bago dunng a collection route of 
eight to ten miles serving up to 
16.000 persons. The larger 20- 
cubicvard trucks will compress up 
to seven-and-u-half tons on. a col¬ 
lection route accommodating 
20.000 persons, explained 
Wolfgang von Spiegelfeld. supply 
.management officer of USAID. 

Each 16-cubic-yard truck does 
rhe work of two-and-a-half of the 
garbage trucks formerly in oper¬ 
ation in Syria. These were 39 Fiat, 
15 Leach and 10 Sita packer 
trucks which served the above 
mentioned cities. 

Mack agents accompanied the 
shipments and are now conducting 
training sessions for drivers and 
mechanics. Additional collection 
containers w ill be manufactured in 
Svria.

How vulnerable are Amman’

AMMAN. April 2<» — It Amman 
were ever tn find itself at the 
centre uf a medium-strength ear¬ 
thquake. the results "could he dis- 
astrous." according to .* local 
expert on quake resiMuni struc¬ 
tures. 

Most of the buildings in Amman 
are multi-storey and an* built of 
steel reinforced concrete and 
masonry and supported on col¬ 
umns. Often only the upper floors 
arc fur residential use. This type <>r 
structure is one of the most vul¬ 
nerable in the event of an ear¬ 
thquake, Mr. Hiial Arafat, a lec¬ 
turer in structural steel design ji 
the University of Jordan, told the 
Jordan Times today. 

Asked what would happen in 
Amman if an earthquake with a 
magnitude of six on the Richter 
scale were to strike, he said: "It 
could be disastrous, although a six 
point quake is considered medium 
sized." 

In the event of a major ear¬ 
thquake whose epicentre is rela¬ 
tively far from Amman, the shuck 
waves could still register as a 
medium-sized quake here. 

During his graduate studies at 
Stanford University in California. 
Mr. Arafat specialised in the 
design of quake resistant struc¬ 
tures. He received Ids masters 
degree from Stanford and has 
seven years experience in .struc¬ 
tural design and as a consultant, 
mostly for Ralph M. Parsons and 
Company in California. Among 
his previous positions. Mr. Arafat 
was gene nit director of projects in 
Jordan's Ministry of Supply. 

The poorest quake resistant 
design is (hat uf a very heavy 
multi-storey building supported 
by columns without any "shear 
walls"--or structural reinforcing 
wails—around the huso. "And that 
represents a major percentage of 
the buildings existing and being 
built in Amman." he said. 

Basically, the behaviour of a 
structure during a quake is a vib¬ 
ration nmhleni. Seismic'ground 
motions cause a structure to vih-

He explained that although 
concrete and masonry have tre¬ 
mendous .strength lor vertical 
loads— the ability to support 
weight—they have a structural 
weakness in supporting this 
weight when jolted sideways, as 
during an earthquake, 'i he reason 
for this weakness is because these 
materials are not ductile, or flex¬ 
ible. They are very brittle. When 
they absord their maximum stress, 
they break. 

In the Middle East, generally, 
multi-storey structures have (his 
weakness because they are sup¬ 
ported by columns. ;i( least along 
vine side of the building, and often 
there is no shear wall to resist the 
lateral force of an earthquake. 

"1 have seen new buildings 
under const ruction consisting of 
three or more stories which are 


extremely vulnerable and could 
spell disaster in a strong enough 
quake." he said.

AMMAN. April 26—Currently on 
display at the French Cultural 
Centre is an exhibition of maps 
and topographical equipment 
.which is of considerable interest 
but which may not have attracted 
much attention fwm the general 
public due to its rather technical 
nature. 

However the exhibition, organ¬ 
ised by the Jordan National Geog¬ 
raphic Centre (JNGC) and the 
French Mapping Group, which is 
on contract with the Jordanian 
government and is training local 
technicians, is well worth a visit if 
one can manage to get there 
before the exhibition ends on 
Monday. 

Of immediate interest to the 
layman are the superb aerial 
photographs, including one of 
Petra, and other exhibits not spec¬ 
ifically related to Jordan such as 
two maps of the visible and hidden 
laces of the moon and a map of the 
ocean floors. 

One panel is devoted to explain¬ 
ing the very important use of satel¬ 
lites for aerial photography. Two 
satellites. Landsats I and 2, which 
have so far photographed the 
equivalent of 40 times the surface 


of the earth, are invaluable for 
geologists, since a mosaic of 
photographs can be built up of 
even the most inaccessible areas 
on earth. 

The basic aim of the exhibition, 
however, is to explain the 
achievements of the French Map¬ 
ping Group in Jordan, which, in 
cooperation with the Jordan 
National Geographic Centre, is 
developing a training centre in 
Zarqa. The French Mapping 
Group, (an amalgamation of the 
"InstituiGcographique National" 
and the "Compagnie Franchise 
d'Etude et de Tbpographie") is 
one contract for five years, from 
197b to 1980. during which time 
they are training about 100 
engineers and senior technicians 
in France and 150 technicians in 
Jordan, who attend a two year 
course a( Zarqa. 

The three groups of students are 
field technicians (three is one girl 
so far in this group), cartographers 
(all female) and lastly those learn¬ 
ing printing and photography. 
Their progress, as one can see, has 
been quite remarkable in such a 
short time. Examples of the girls' 
work include the first map drawn 
at the centre in 1977 of the village 
of Mubiss just north of Baq'a. 

Also in the students' section is 



an Aerodrome Obstruction Chart, 
of which the Director of the 
JNGC, Lt. Col. Rif at Al Majali is 
particularly proud, since the stu¬ 
dents did all the field work. 
Topographic instruments used at 
the training centre are among the 
instruments on display. 

The French Mapping Group has 
been contracted to produce a map 
of the town of Amman as well as 
maps of over 200 villages and to 
plot the geodetic network of Jor¬ 
dan. For ihe latter project transit

satellites (U.S. Navy) are being 
used for the first time in Jordan. 
Exactly how maps are prepared is 
graphically explained with panels 
showing in detail the different 
methods of topography from the 
simple old fashioned way of draw¬ 
ing in the field (nowadays only 
used for mapping small areas) to 
the sophisticated and extremely 
expensive numeric photo- 
grammelric method in which an 
automatic drawing table is used to 
plot a map of any scale from 


magnetic tapes. 

Finally the new science of 
orthophotographv is explained. 
No drawing is involved in the pre¬ 
paration of these maps since 
photographs are superimposed on 
one another to form one laree 
photograph ororthophotomap. A 
beautiful orthophotom’ap of 
Rarak is on display. Knrak being 
one of the ten towns in Jordan 
mapped hy the group using such a 
method. Other towns include 
Irbid. Mafraq and Aqaba. 


UNRWA field day celebrates Year of

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Malmoe, Nottingham Forest win matches 


COLOGNE, April 2$ (R)—Two moments of magic from Tommy 
Hansson and Ian Bowyer sent Sweden's Malmoe and English 
champions Nottingham Forest through to the final of the Euro¬ 
pean Cup last night. The history of the 23-year-old soccer com¬ 
petition, Europe's richest dub prize, has been littered with thril¬ 
ling encounters, and the two semifinal clashes were packed with 
excitement and tension. Forest, held to a 3-3 draw in Nottingham 
two weeks ago. were expected to be swept aside by a Cologne side 
roared forward by 60,000 West German fans. 

But the English team, who knocked out the holders Liver¬ 
pool in the opening round, refused to bend, with Bowyer snatch¬ 
ing the vital goal in the 65th minute.

Australians beat Dutch in hockey match 


PERTH, Australia, April 26 (AP) — A goal two minutes before 
the final- whistle helped Australia defeat the Netherlands 4-3 
Thursday in the World Hockey Championships. The win put 
Australia at the top of the five teams in Group A. with a match 
against the runner-up in Group B Saturday to decide the finalists. 

The Netherlands, runners up in Group A, will meet Pakistan, 
current world champion and Group B winner, in the other semi¬ 
final Saturday. Hero of the Australian victory was second half 
substitute Steve Smith who scored the winning goal two minutes 
from time to establish Australian supremacy in the Group A 
round-robin competition which also involved India, Canada and 
-France. 

It was the first loss for The Netherlands side after confident 
victories over India, France and Canada but it still has hopes of 
reaching the finals. It was the fourth successive victory for 
Australia, holders of the Olympic Silver Medal. 

In other matches, India beat Canada 7-3. In Group B, Britain 
beat Kenya 9-0 and Pakistan beat New Zealand 5-1. .

To protect against the 
possibility that East's club 
was a singleton, declarer 
went up with the ace. He 
drew three rounds of trumps, 
ending in his hand, and ran 
the ten of hearts.

While it was unlikely that 
East held both heart honors, 
declarer could have over¬ 
come that possibility as the 
cards lie.

Indian ascetic ends fast 
for ban on cow slaughter 

NEW DELHI. April 26 (R) - Indian ascetic Acharya Vinoba Bhave 
inday ended a fast he began five days ago to force a nation-wide ban 
on cow slaughier after Prime Minister Morarji Desai promised to 
amend the const i nil ion to pave the way for it. 

Mr. Desai told parliament he would table legislation to give the 
central government the power to ban the killing of cows, held sacred 
by Hindus. He said he had received reports that the condition of the 
84-year-old acharya (teacherI. who lives in a small hermitage in the 
western state of Maharashtra, was fast deteriorating. 

But the prime ministers statement met with immediate opposition 
from the Marxist Communist Party, and a member of the Muslim 
League said it was “surrender to blackmail." Members of the pro- 
Moscow Communist Party and the Dravidian Welfare League 
walked out of the house. 

A ban on cow slaughter is written into the Indian constitution, but 
it lea\es it to individual states to pass the necessary legislation. While 
most of the country 's 22 states have some son of ban on the killing of 
cows, they can be slaughtered if they are unfit for work on breeding in 
West Bengal and Kerala, the two states at which the acharya's latest 
campaign is aimed. There are large minorities of Muslims in West 
Bengal and Christians in Kerala who eat beef. 

Mr. Desai will need the support of opposition parties to push 
through the promised legislation, which will also have to be endorsed 
by at least half the slate legislatures. The ruling Janata Party is in a 
minority in the upper house of parliament and the legislation could 
be effectively blocked there by the opposition. 

Apart from the groups which are openly opposed to a total ban. the 
Congress Party of former prime minister Mrs. Indira Gandhi said 
today it would not commit itself on the bill at this stage.

Employees in South Korea 
worked an average of 60 hours a 
week, often in dangerous and ill- 
paid jobs, but there was no free 
and autonomous trade union 
movement to improve conditions. 

“Furthermore, labourers are 
suppressed in labour-mana¬ 
gement relations so that conflict is 
not resolved democratically, justly 
and peacefully." the commission 
said. “This will be one of the chief 
sources of social unrest." 

According to the report, the 
Christian church has become the 
rallying point of South Korea's 
human rights movement, con¬ 
sequently various church leaders 
have been detained under the 
anti-communist law or other legis¬ 
lation used to suppress political 
dissent. 

There were three amnesties of 
political prisoners during 197S. 
one involving prominent oppos¬ 
ition leader Kim Dae Jung, but in 
fact very* few- detainees were freed 
and most of these were liable to be 
jailed again for the slightest pro¬ 
vocation. 

“The worsening human rights 
situation is in fact closely linked 
with a serious crisis in Korea's 
‘economic miracle*, which in 1978 
had to cope with increasing debts, 
dependency' on foreign invest¬ 
ment and rampant inflation." the 
commission director reported. 

He added that the country's 
democratic traditions were being 
“stifled by a diciatoriallv imposed 
constitution and presidential 
decrees which outlaw all critical 
discussion."

Muzorewa. newly elected as the 
first black prime minister of Zim¬ 
babwe Rhodeisa. 

Police said trie bomb exploded 
in a suitcase in an alley behind a 
carpet store, blowing a black man 
to pieces and devastating a stoc¬ 
kroom. 

Bishop 
Muzorewa's supporters were 
celebrating fa is win in the country's 
first one-man one-vote election 
with a parade of buses packed with 


coaming supporters. 

it was the most serious bomb 
blast ir. Salisbury since one killed 
11 people and wounded more 
than ?U at a department store in 
August, I9"7. 

The bishop declined to mingle 
with about 10.000 people who 
staged s military-style march-past 
at his bungalow, and his face was 
unusually earnest.

internal agreement between 
Bishop Muzorewa. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Ian Smith and two other black 
leaders.

Canada heads for showdown over future of Quebec 


MONTREAL. April 26 (APl - 
Final hands are being dealt in an 
unpredictable and perhaps 
danse reus poker game over the 
future of Quebec Province. 

Premier Rene Levesque's 
separatist Parti Quebecois (PQ). 
which has governed the largcy 
French-speaking province for the 
last two-and-a-half years, is 
increasingly confident it can win 3 
referendum expected next fall on 
"sovereignty-association." That is 
the PQ’s idea for making Ouebec 
an independent nation while 
retaining free trade and other 
economic ties with the English- 
speaking provinces of Canada. 

If the Liberal Party government 
of Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau is re-elected in the 
national election May 22. the 
showdown hand may come 
sooner. For Mr. Trudeau, 
although himself a French Cana¬ 
dian and a native of Montreal, is 
staunchly anti-separatist. 

This bustling, cosmopolitan city 
on the St. LawTence is the focus of 
the French-English confrontation 
in Quebec. Although 80 per cent 
of the province's six million peo¬ 
ple are French-speaking, well over 
a third of the 2.2 million in 
Montreal are English-speaking. 

Much of the heat generated by 
their historic debate centres on the 
commonplace — Steinberg's 
supermarkets, for example. 


If you're looking for dog food in 
a Steinberg's in Westmount. a 
mostly English-speaking 
Montreal district, you must look 
for the sign "nourriture pour 
animaux." The language law the 
PQ put on the books. Bill 101. 
specifies that display signs must be 
in the French language only. 

"After independence.’* says 
one PQ leader. Mr. Paul Unter- 
berg. "we won't need a Bill 101, 
any more than New York needs a 
law saying signs must be in Engl¬ 
ish." 

The PQ plans to ask in, the 
referendum for a mandate to 


negotiate : sovereignty-association 
with jhg rest of Canada. A poll 
published last month indicated 50 
per cent of Quebec would vole 
“yes." though only 19 per cent 
favoured secession at any cost. 

Mr. Trudeau flatly rules out. 
negotiation. And his opponent in 
the current national election cam¬ 
paign. progressive conservative 
leader Joe-Clark. also declared he 
would notjnegotiate the breakup 
of Canadal 

ly&rTJpcerberg, one of 15 mem¬ 
bers of the PQ s Executive Coun¬ 
cil. says if the rest of Canada 
rejects sovereignty-association. 


"we would say. ‘OK. we'll go it 
alone.' We would go back to the 
people and say. we are going to 
become independent on our own.’ 

But Mr. Unterberg insists 
Canada will realise it must agree 
to an economic union with a 
sovereign Quebec. Industry- 
heavy Ontario, whose factories 
sell much ot their g<x>ds in 
Quebec, "has far more to lose 
than we do." he claimed. 

Economists dispute this. “Qu¬ 
ebec is the Canadian province that 
most needs the Canadian mar¬

In a letter to Turkish Ambas¬ 
sador to Greece Necdet Tezel, the 
organisation condemned a Turk¬ 
ish protest made to the Greek 
Government last week for alleged 
anti-Turkish activities by Arme¬ 
nians in Greece.

USSR accuses U.S. 
correspondent of 
‘drunken brawling’ 

MOSCOW. April 26 (R)~The Moscow correspondent of an Ameri¬ 
can news magazine who complained he was drugged and his wife 
molested in Tashkent last week was yesterday accused by the Soviet 
news agency Tass of “drunken brawling." 

An incident involving Mr. Robin Knight. Moscow bureau chief 
of the weekly LLS. News and World report, was the subject of an 
official protest by the American Embassy to the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry. 

Mr. Knight told reporters in Moscow on Monday that he col¬ 
lapsed unconscious for about 12 hours after drinking a glass of vodka 
at a tea-house in the central Asian city on April 18. When his wife 
brought him back to their hotel, Soviet police tried to make her sign a 
statement saying her husband was drunk and disorderly, he said. 

Tass news commentator Yuri Kornilov said Mr. Knight had 
drunk an excessive quantity of vodka. He accused Mr. Knight of 
insulting the waiters, breaking crockery and staining the furniture at 
the tea-house, and then starting a row at his hotel. Mr. Kornilov said 
Mr. Knight invented the “boulevard detective story" about being 
drugged by Soviet agents to avoid losing face. 

The 35-year-old correspondent and his wife Jean, both British, 
are due to leave Moscow at the end of their assignment in late June. 
Mr. Knight's reporting has been frequently attacked in the Soviet 
press. 

Mr. Kornilov said it was surprising that the journalist’s account 
of what happened to him in Tashkent should have found credence 
with “some U.S. officials"—a reference to the U.S. Embassy protest. 
The Tass news agency account followed the pattern of Soviet press 
attacks on Western journalists and diplomats who have been 
involved in similar incidents in the past. 

Soviet authorities also complained to the American Embassy 
this week about another U.S. correspondent. Peter Hann. Mr. Hann, 
correspondent in Moscow for Business Week, was accused of van¬ 
dalising a hotel room in Soviet Turkmenia. He denied the charge. 

Mr. Knight later issued a statement saying that Mr. Kornilov’s 
account of what happened contained nine errors of fact and was 
“devoid of truth”. There were.no waiters in the tea-house, no-one 
was insulted, no furniture was damaged in any way nor glassware, 
broken and there was no brawl at the hotel, the correspondent said is 
reply to the Soviet charges. 

Expressing surprise that a top political commentator should 
write about bis case, Mr. Knight said in his statement: “I thought Mr. 
Kornilov could do better than this." He added that the British 
Embassy had offered to take up his case with Soviet authorities.

If Mr. Trudeau is victorious, he 
is expected to force a quick con¬ 
frontation with the PQ by staging 
his own nationwide referendum 
on the Quebec question or by 
pushing through constitutional 
reforms that would satisfy some 
Quebecers and undercut Mr. 
Levesque. That could turn the. 
political war uglier. 

The reasons many of the six mil¬ 
lion Quebecers want to get out of 
the 112-year-old Canadian con¬ 
federation 3re deeply rooted and 
diverse. But they stem from the 
linguistic and cultural differences 
between the English and French 
Canadians and the longtime con¬ 
tention of French Canadians that 
the English-speakers who domi¬ 
nate Canadian business and indus¬ 
try and the federal government 
discriminate against them.

(R)—U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown has called for

East-West problems in Siberia 


Officials in the Soviet Union are blam¬ 
ing the United States for delays in 
exploiting Siberia’s vast energy 


resources.

YAKUTSK, USSR - Soviet offi¬ 
cials in charge of exploiting 
Siberia’s wealth of energy 
resources are blaming “dis¬ 
crimination” U.S. trade policies 
and “defective" American 
machinery for crippling delays. 

The accusations were made in a 
series of unusually frank meetings 
with a group of U.S. cor¬ 
respondents visiting the Soviet 
republic of Yakutia, Siberia's fro¬ 
zen storehouse of coal, oil, natural 
gas and 88 per cent of the Soviet 
Union’s known energy reserves. 

The officials pointed to two 
U.S.-Soviet technology deals that 
were held up because of strict 
American licensing, and singled 
out several U.S. business firms for 
allegedly selling faulty or poorly 
designed industrial equipment for 
use in the far north. 

“Hiis does not contribute to the 
development of good business 


relations." observed Mr. Alex¬ 
ander Zotaev. deputy director of 
Yakutia’s oil and gas trust. * hose 
14 subsidiaries oversee Siberian 
development. 

In response. U.S. business anal¬ 
ysts say the Soviets may be trying 
to use the United States as a 
“scapegoat" in case they are 
unable to meet deadlines on sev¬ 
eral important pending contracts 
to sell Siberian raw materials to 
the West in the 1 MSUs. 

The openness with which the 
Russians chose to speak about 
their problems underlined just 
how dependent they are on U.S. 
technology to open up Siberia's 
energy potential, and how frus¬ 
trated they feel about the political 
ups and downs of U.S.-Soviet 
trade. 

So far, the Carter administ¬ 
ration has proved reluctant to help 
the Soviet Union speed develop¬ 
ment of its Siberian energy 


reserves. 

The export of U.S. oil and gas 
technology remains one of the 
most heavily regulated items in 
Moscow-Washington trade, along 
with the sales of advanced com¬ 
puters. The controls grew even 
tighter after last summer's dis¬ 
sident trials, when U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter decided to require 
White House approval for each 
sale in order to assess its individual 
political and national security 
impact. 

In many areas of oil and gas 
technology, U.S. firms hold a vir¬ 
tual monopoly. As a result, the 
Soviet Union seeks out Japanese 
equipment — such as drill bits — 
when it can. or else resigns itself to 
a long wait if U.S. goods are 
needed. 

Siberia has, been hardest hit by 
U.S. controls, officials say. 

For two summers, work on 
natural gas exploration in Western 
Yakutia was at a standstill after 
the U.S. Government blocked the 
sale of seismic crews and com¬ 
puters by Geosource Inc. of Hous¬ 
ton, Texas, according to Soviet 
officials in charge of the project. 

The seismic crews--buge 
tracked vehicles that search for 
buried deposits of natural 
gas-were bought because they 


could traverse the swampy terrain 
that covers most of Siberia in 
summer. A computer to interpret 
the seismic findings was included 
in the deal. 

The S30 million Geosource 
contract was delayed 24 months 
after U.S. officials decided that 
the computer involved was too 
advanced to sell to the Russians. 
Now the deal has been approved. 
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ton 8er new. according to a 


Geosource representative 
reached m Moscow.
